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To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  several 
District  Councils  whose  Reports  follow: 

Gentlemen^ 

I noiv  have  the  honour  and  the  pleasure  to  present  my  twenty- 
first  volume  of  Annual  Reports^  They  will  be  found  to  he  slightly 
abbreviated ; because  the  sanitary  work  of  peace-time  has  been 
affected.,  like  every  thing  else.,  by  the  Great  War. 

In  compulsory  notification  of  tuberculosis,  compulsory  early 
notification  of  births,  and  compulsory  notification  of  measles,  each 
introducing  a new  and  wide  field  of  administrative  activity,  an 
Officer  such  as  myself  ( and  oil  other  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
except  those  giving  whole-time  service  to  counties,  county-boroughs, 
and  some  of  the  larger  municipal  boroughs,)  will  find  himself  quite 
unable  to  carry  out  the  work  because  of  the  physical  limitations  of 
time  and  space  unless  the  terms  of  his  appointment  are  altered  in 
certain  particulars,  and  more  assistance  is  afforded  him  in  certain 
directions.  1 say  this  to-day  ivith  the  greatest  possible  emphasis  ; 
as  my  impending  retirement  clears  me  of  any  suspicion  of  self-seek- 
ing; (Old  I am  speaking  solely  in  the  interests  of  the  Districts  and 
of  my  successor. 

You  have,  to  my  regret,  adjourned  the  appointment  o f a successor, 
and  your  Committees  are  to  meet  again  on  July  3rd  and  5th 
respectively.  I fully  appreciate  the  diffieulties  arising  from  War 
conditions,  and.  it  is  only  after  very  careful  consideration  of  the 
claims  of  my  private  affairs  that  I am  regretfully  comjicUed  to 
infarm  you  that  I cannot  see  )ny  way  to  wait  indefinitely.  If  you 
give  me  an  Assistant  M.O.H.,  under  the  plan  agreed  upon,  in  the 
first  week  of  July  next,  ( which  involves  advertising , and  all  prelim- 
inary steps  taken,  during  May  and  June,)  I am  willing  to  remain 
till  June  30th,  1917  ; but  I am  not  able  any  longer  to  do  the  ivork 
( conscientiously  and  satisfactorily ) single-handed,  and  unless  I 
have  the  assistance  indicated  I must  ask  you  to  terminate  my  service 
at  the  end  of  1916, 

I thank  you  very  sincerely  for  your  continued  confidence  which 
has  been  shown  more  than  ever  during  1915  on  very  many  occasions, 
and  which  I prize  most  highly  ;

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GENERAL  SUBJECTS. 


Printing. — In  consequence  of  the  practical  difficulty  of  print- 
ing the  Official  Tables,  with  all  their  “ Notes,”  on  pages  of  this 
size,  the  “Notes”  are  (as  before)  omitted  from  the  Tables,  to 
give  more  room  for  the  figures  ; and,  as  they  are  practically 
only  instructions  to  the  I consider  that  they  may  be 

omitted  altogether. 

Instructions. — The  Official  Memorandum,  giving  instructions 
as  to  the  preparation  of  Reports,  has  not  this  year  been  issued. 
The  Local  Government  Board  says  instead  : “ The  Board  con- 
“ sider  that  many  of  the  details  usually  inserted  in  the  Annual 
“ Report,  such  as  a description  of  the  district,  and  of  the  water 
“supply,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  &c.,  may  be  omitted. 
“ and  that  the  Report  may  be  confined  to  a record  of  what  has 
“ taken  place  during  the  year,” 

ESTIMATES  OF  POPULATION. 

The  upheaval  caused  by  the  War  in  the  conditions  of  national 
life,  has  added  enormously  to  the  difficulties  of  attaining  any- 
thing like  accuracy  in  these  calculations.  A few  refugees,  and 
some  wounded  in  Red  Cross  Hospitals,  are  temporarily  added  ; 
but  the  number  of  men  who  have  joined  the  Forces  from  each 
District  cannot  be  ascertained,  and  the  numbers  to  be  deducted 
for  this  reason-remain,  after  the  most  careful  enquiries,  largely 
a matter  of  guess-work.  The  normal  increase  may  be  afiected 
by  the  removal  of  so  many  men  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  also  by 
the  noticeable  diminution  of  activity  in  the  building  trade. 
Then  we  are  drifting  further  away  from  the  solid  ground  of  the 
Census  of  1911  ; and  from  now  onwards  to  the  next  Census, 
uncertainty  will  prevail  in  spite  of  the  most  anxious  care. 

The  figures  from  public  institutions  are  obtained  with  exact- 
ness, by  the  courtesy  of  the  various  officers  in  charge.  Thus  the 
numbers  estimated  for  1915  are  those  which  were  actually 
recorded  for  1914.  The  estimated  permanent  resident  popula- 
tion of  each  District  is  based  on  the  Census,  and  modified  by 
the  information  as  to  new  houses,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Surveyor,  and  of  empty  houses,  which  is  similarly  known  to  the 
rate-collector,  also  this  year  by  the  recruiting.

Now  that  the  number  of  Districts  under  my  charge  is  reduced 
to  three,  Tables  of  “comparative”  figures  become  of  less 
importance. 

I therefore  abstain  from  comment  here,  and  will  deal  with  the 
figures  for  each  District  in  its  own  Report. 

Art.  XII.  of  the  General  Order  of  19th  December,  1912, 
requires  the  investigation  of  cases  to  be  made  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  “ or  an  officer  of  the  Local  Authority  acting 
under  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.”  As 
no  such  officer  exists  in  small  Districts  outside  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  (who  is  often  already  overburdened,)  this  has  led  in 
most  Districts  to  this  important  and  confidential  work  being 
added  to  his  duties.  1 myself  consider  that  this  procedure  con- 
stitutes an  injustice  to  the  jiatient,  and  violates  the  confidential 
nature  of  the  enquiry,  which  is  indicated  as  the  intention  of  the 
Order  in  Art.  XI.  (2),  Therefore  I have  personally  retained 
this  work  in  my  own  hands.  The  time  and  trouble  it  has  cost 
me  cannot  be  adequately  described  ; but  it  is  the  main  factor  in 
stiffening  my  determination  to  retire  from  Avork  as  M.O.H.  in 
the  immediate  future.  1 have  written  even  more  strongly  in 
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previous  Reports,  in  hope  of  arousing  interest  and  enquiry ; but 
no  one  pays  any  attention.

From  1890  to  1910  the  notifiable  diseases  were  those  of  the  Notification  Act  18S9  ;

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This  Table  has  two  curious  features.  The  number  of  deaths 
is  exactly  the  same  as  in  1914,  though  they  are  differently  dis- 
tributed ; and  the  case  rate  per  1000  is  practically  uniform.

— The  Notes  have  been  carefully  read,  and  the 
instructions  carried  out.  In  Table  L,  the  Kates  for  the  District 
are  calculated  on  nett  figures,  permanent  officers  of  Institutions 
being  included,  and  patients  or  pauper  children  being  excluded. 
Transferable  deaths  have  been  dealt  with  as  now  prescribed. 
Of  County  Council  Tables,  one  has  been  sent  in  manuscript  to 
the  County  M.O.H,,  as  it  hardly  varies  from  year  to  year,  and 
is  expensive  to  print.

A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

( 1 ) . — Physical  features^  §’c. — The  area  remains  unchanged, 
and  comprises  30  Townships.  See  Tables  12,  13,  and  18.  Its 
physical  features  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  Such  as 
they  are,  they  have  been  described  in  previous  Reports. 

(2) . — Population^  Social  Conditions^  — The  population  has 
been  estimated  for  1915  from  the  known  number  of  new  houses 
erected  ; and  with  a deduction  of  455  for  enlistments.  This 
number  is  only  2 per  cent,  of  the  population,  and  I fear  it  is  too 
low;  but  it  is  what  was  estimated  in  January,  1915. 

The  District  is  rich  in  Public  Institutions.  They  are  ( 1 ) 
the  Manchester  Corporation’s  Sanatorium  for  Phthisis  at 
Baguley,  now  being  enlarged,  (1915  figures,  50  officers  and  143 
patients);  (2)  the  Manchester  Guardians’  Cottage  Homes 
at  Styal,  (52  officers,  520  children);  (3)  the  David  Lewis 
Epileptic  Colony  at  Marthall,  (7 1 officers  and  304  patients) ; 
(4)  the  Manchester  Consumption  Hospital  in  Dunham  Massey, 
(14  officers  and  49  patients);  and  the  Altrincham  U.D.  Infec- 
tious Diseases  Hospital  in  Dunham  Massey,  (10  officers  and  8 
patients);  giving  a total  of  197  officers  and  1024  inmates.  Other 
inhabitants  are  estimated  at  22265;  there  is  therefore  a gross 
population  of  23486,  and  nett  22462.  There  is  a large  residen- 
tial section  of  persons  employed  in,  or  connected  with,  Man- 
chester ; a large  trading  section  ; a large  farming  and  agricult- 
ural section  ; a certain  number  of  resident  gentry ; and  a colony 
of  workshop  operatives  at  Broadheath. 

I am  not  aAvare  that  there  is  any  influence  of  any  particular 
occupation  on  public  health.  1 have  no  information  about  poor- 
law  relief,  nor  about  hospital  and  other  forms  of  gratuitous 
medical  relief. 

B.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

hVater  Supply. — See  detailed  statement  on  p.  109  of  A.R. 
1910  ; and  comment  on  p.  80  of  A.R.  1911. 

Mr.  Metcalfe’s  report  is  : — 
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“ Water  certificates  were  granted  for  all  new  houses,  when  a 
“ wholesome  supply  of  water  had  been  provided^  under  the 
“provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Water  Act,  1878,  Section 
“6.  41  houses  were  supplied  from  pipe  service  and  9 from 

“ wells. 

“ Where  the  water  supply  was  from  wells,  samples  of  the 
“ water  were  submitted  for  analysis,  and  a satisfactory 
“ report  obtained  before  certificates  were  granted.  Sixteen 
“ samples  were  analysed  during  the  year  from  wells,  with 
“the  following  results  : — 

“ 3 were  returned  as  good. 

“ 6 not  recommended  for  domestic  use. 

“ 7 unfit  for  domestic  use. 

“ Action  was  taken  wdth  regard  to  the  thirteen  unsatisfactory 
“ wells,  with  a view  to  wholesome  supplies  being  provided. 

“The  work  varied  according  to  the  condition  of  the  water; 
“in  some  cases  new  wells  were  constructed,  others  were 
“ cleaned  out,  relined,  and  protected  at  the  surface. 

“ The  consideration  of  a public  water  supply  for  the  Towh- 
“ ship  of  Mobberley  is  being  proceeded  with.  Hangings 
“ have  been  taken  from  the  out-crop  of  two  springs,  and  the 
“ average  fiow  is  found  to  be  484  gallons  per  hour.  Other 
“ gaugings  will  be  taken  and  the  preliminary  work  pushed 
“on  with  during  19 IG.” 

Rivers  and  Streams. — Mr.  Metcalfe  says  : 

“ Many  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  rivers  in  the 
“District,  and  several  samples  were  taken,  but  none  of 
“ these  were  submitted  for  analysis.  Where  pollutions  were 
“ found  they  w’ere  dealt  with  at  once. 

“ Sinderland  Brook  is  still  in  a very  foul  condition.” 

Drainage  and.  Sewerage. — Mr.  Metcalfe  says  : 

“81  houses  were  completely  re-drained  during  the  year  and 
“ amendments  carried  out  to  4 others.  In  all  cases  the 
“ water  test  was  applied,  and  the  drains  proved  to  be  sound 
“and  tight  before  being  covered  up.  133  drains  were 
“ tested  in  this  way, 

“75  priv^y-closets  were  abolished,  and  66  water-closets  and  9 
“ pail-closets  were  substituted.  Dust-bins  were  provided  to 
“ each  of  the  66  houses  where  middens  were  actually 
“abolished.  Many  dry  ash-pits  were  also  abolished,  and 
“dust-bins  substituted.” 

It  is  generally  understood  that  new  works  for  the  treatment 
of  sewage  are  to  stand  over  for  the  present,  both  for  the  sake 
of  economy,  and  because  of  shortage  of  labour,  and  greatly 
enhanced  prices  of  materials. 

Mr.  McKenzie  reports  as  follows 
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‘‘The  main  sewers  in  the  Townships  of  Northenden  and 
“ Dunham  Massey  (including  Dunham  Woodhouses,  Dun- 
“ ham  Town,  and  Broadheath,)  have  been  periodically 
“ examined,  gauged  and  cleared  of  any  silt  or  other  tem- 
“ porary  obstructions. 

“ The  six  flushing  tanks  in  Dunham  have  been  used  at  regular 
“intervals,  and  the  sewers  throughout  Timperley  and 
“Northenden  have  been  flushed  from  hydrants  and  water- 
“ ing  carts  during  periods  of  dry  weather,  or  on  other 
“ necessary  occasions, 

“ Short  lengths  of  sewers  have  been  laid  in  Howard  Road 
“and  St,  Hilda’s  Road,  Northenden,  and  Moss  Lane, 
“ Timperley,  to  serve  new  properties  erected  in  these 
“ localities. 

“ Two  new  6-inch  vent  shafts  have  been  fixed  in  approved 
“positions  at  Dunham  Town  and  Dunham  Woodhouses. 

“The  outfall  works  at  Dunham  Massey  and  Northenden  still 
“ continue  in  operation. 

“ On  the  5th  August  a sample  of  effluent  at  Northenden  was 
“ taken,  and  reported  unsatisfactory.  Every  attention  is 
“given  to  the  daily  changing  of  sewage  on  to  different 
“ plots  of  land ; and  samples  of  effluent  are  taken  for 
“ observation  ; these  are  found  to  vary,  and  such  no  doubt 
“ will  be  the  case  until  we  get  the  new  works  completed. 

“ Improvements  of  a temporary  character  in  the  way  of 
“ extension  of  filter  beds,  and  renewal  of  material  in  exist- 
“ ing  filters,  are  at  present  being  carried  out  at  Dark  Lane 
“ outfall  by  employing  direct  labour.  The  situation  of 
“ these  works  renders  it  difficult  to  maintain  a regular 
“ number  of  men,  still  it  is  hoped  the  improvements  will  be 
“ completed  within  a measurable  period.  The  effluent 
“ already  shows  distinct  signs  of  improvement  as  shown  by 
“recent  report  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee.” 

Closet  Accommodation. — Mr.  Metcalfe  says  : 

“ The  following  figures  are  as  close  an  estimate  as  possible  : — 
“Privies,  1092;  Pails,  700;  Cesspools,  1020;  Water- 
“ closets,  2846.  There  are  no  waste-water  or  hand-flushed 
“ closets.  Conversions  of  privies  into  water-closets  during 
“year,  66.” 

Scavenging  and  Removal  of  Refuse. — Mr.  Metcalfe  says  : 

“ The  scavenging  in  Dunham  Massey  and  Timperley  has 
“ been  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  of  workmen, 
“and  in  Northenden  and  Mobberley  by  contract. 

“ The  following  is  a return  of  the  work  done  in  each  Town- 
“ ship  during  the  year  : —

“The  dust-bius  in  the  Stonepail  and  Moss  Nook  areas  of 
“ Northen  Etchells  are  cleared  every  fortnight,  and  the 
“ work  is  carried  out  by  day  work. 

“The  scavenging  of  the  Moss  Nook  area  was  commenced  in 
“June. 

“The  scavenging  and  disposal  of  refuse  at  Northenden  is 
“ receiving  consideration  with  a view  to  improvements  being 
“ obtained. 

“ Members  of  the  Northenden  Parish  Council  have  been  met, 
“ and  have  pointed  out  what  appeared  to  be  suitable  places 
“for  the  tipping  of  refuse.  The  owners  of  the  land  in 
“ question  were  approached,  but  have  declined  to  let  the 
“land  for  such  purpose.  Negotiations  are  proceeding,  and 
“ it  is  hoped  to  obtain  a suitable  site  for  a refuse-tip  before 
“ the  expiration  of  the  present  contract,” 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  District, — Table  17,  prepared  by  the 
County  M.O.H.,  and  filled  up  by  Mr.  Metcalfe,  gives  the  figures 
required  by  Art.  XX,,  (16),  of  the  General  Order.

Food.  (a).  Milk  Supply. — Mr.  Metcalfe  reports  : — 

“ The  work  in  connection  with  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  has 
“ been  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  before.  Much 
“ attention  was  given  to  the  cleanliness  of  cows,  milk 
“ vessels,  cooling  apparatus,  and  the  methods  of  carrying-on 
“ the  milk  business  generally. 

“There  are  in  the  District  518  cowkeepers,  228  being  milk- 
“ sellers,  and  6 milk-sellers  not  being  cowkeepers. 

“ The  usual  limewashing  notices  were  sent  out  in  May  and 
“ October.  One  covvshed  was  re-modelled  and  amendments 
“ carried  out  to  a few  others.  So  far  as  this  part  of  the 
“ work  is  concerned  I can  report  that  the  milk-sellers  have 
“ given  attention  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  in  a 
“ proper  manner.” 

Food.  (b).  Other  Foods. — Mr.  Metcalfe  reports  : — 

“457  visits  have  been  made  to  slaughter-houses,  butchers’ 
“ shops,  fish  carts,  etc. 

“ The  meat  examined  proved  to  be  of  good  cpiality.  There 
“were  no  seizures  and  no  surrenders.  No  complaints  were 
“ received  with  regard  to  any  food  sold  being  unsatis- 
“ factory.”

“ The  work  under  this  Act  was  proceeded  with,  and  210 
^‘houses  inspected.  13  representations  were  made  to  the 
“ Council  in  respect  of  13  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation, 


“ and  closing  orders  issued. 

“ Defects  were  remedied  without  closing  orders  at  94  houses. 

“50  houses  were  built  and  completed  during  1915,  25  are  let 
“at  rents  under  £16,  and  25  over.” 

The  systematic  inspection  of  houses  was  only  commenced  late 
in  1911.  In  a period  of  4 years  (and  a month  or  two)  826 
houses  have  been  inspected,  out  of  4971.  Judging  by  the 
figures  alone,  the  proportion  seems  small ; and  twenty  years 
appear  necessary  for  completion.  This  however  is  not  really  so. 
The  houses  inspected  have  been  chosen  from  among  the  worst 
in  the  District,  and  another  826  can  be  dealt  with  in  less  than 
another  4 years,  because  they  will  contain  a larger  proportion 
of  houses  of  a better  class.  Moreover  those  inspected  have  been 
dealt  with  thoroughly,  and  the  required  sanitary  improvements 
carried  out.  This  is  in  my  opinion  the  proper  procedure,  and 
productive  of  greater  benefit  than  if  we  had  entered  the  partic- 
ulars of  every  house  in  a register,  and  in  so  doing  had  had  no 
time  to  issue  a single  notice  or  secure  a single  improvement; 
though  we  could  have  shown,  on  paper  only,  a completed 
inspection  of  the  District.

It  will  thus  be  noticed  that  in  our  worst  cottage  property 
only  3 per  cent,  have  had  to  be  condemned  outright. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — Mr.  McKenzie  reports  : — 

“ The  number  of  Factories  and  Workshops  now  on  the 
“ Register,  which  has  been  revised  and  brought  up  to  date, 
“ stands  at  285,  viz.  : — Factories  45,  Workshopa  132,  Work- 
“ places  108. 
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“313  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

“ 5 notices  have  been  served  to  cleanse  and  limewash  premises 
“ used  as  workshops.  Notice  has  been  received  from  H.M. 
“ Inspector  of  Factories  in  regard  to  the  condition  of 
“ sanitary  conveniences  at  the  British  Mat  Works,  Timper- 
“ ley.  This  has  received  particular  attention,  and  orders 
“ have  been  given  by  the  owners  for  water-closets  to  be 
“ constructed  in  lieu  of  existing  pail  system,  which  is  un- 
“ suitable  at  these  works. 

“ There  are  four  persons  registered  as  Outworkers  in  the 
“ District,  viz.  : — Dunham  1,  Northenden  1,  Timperley  2. 

“ One  notice  of  occupation  of  new  workshop— a bakehouse  at 
“ Northenden — has  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
“ Factories. 

“ There  are  3 ‘ Controlled  establishments  ’ within  the  Council’s 
“ area,  and  during  the  year  additions  have  been  made  to 
“ increase  the  output  of  munitions. 

“ Special  enquiries  were  made  respecting  the  employment  of 
“ women  and  girls  on  munition  work.  Upwards  of  loO  are 
“ employed  at  the  present  time.  Extra  sanitary  provision 
“ has  had  to  be  made  to  meet  the  special  requirements.” 

Perhaps  it  will  be  convenient  to  mention  here  the  other 
matters  on  which  Mr.  McKenzie  and  Mr.  Metcalfe  respectively 
provide  me  with  information. 


Mr.  McKenzie’s  Report. 

During  the  year  25  certificates  of  completion  under  Build- 
“ ing  Bye-laws  were  granted  for  46  houses,  which  are  now 
“ occupied,  56  inspections  of  footings  and  damp-proof 
“ courses  have  been  made  and  found  satisfactory.  22  con- 
“ nections  to  main  sewers  have  been  inspected  and  found 
“ in  order.  All  drains  to  new  houses  throughout  the  entire 
“ District  have  been  water-tested,  and  the  53  sets  thus 
“ inspected  were  found  sound  and  water-tight.

“ Lamps  alon^  Stockport  Road  and  1 in  Hcyes  Lane, 
“ Timperley,  have  now  been  fitted  with  incandescent 
“ burners.  This  makes  a total  of  80  for  the  Township. 
“ So  far  the  improvement  in  lighting  has  justified  the 
“experiment,  and  may  be  further  extended  to  the  117 
“ lamps  fitted  with  flat  flame  burners  along  the  various 
“ other  roads. 

Faulkner  s Bridge^  Sinderland^  Dunham  Massey. — “ On  28th 
“ August  last  a new  reinforced  concrete  bridge,  spanning 
“ Sinderland  Brook,  was  formally  opened  by  the  Chairman 
“ of  the  Council,  W.  Bell,  Esq.,  J.P. 

“ The  bridge  was  erected  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  Bucklow 
“ Rural  District  Council,  the  Stamford  Estate,  and  the 
“ Manchester  Corporation.  It  was  designed  and  con- 
“ structed  with  beams  instead  of  an  arch,  to  facilitate  the 
“ flow  of  water  in  this  stream. 

“ During  the  year  the  following  Streets  having  been  formed 
“ and  made  up  by  the  Owners,  have  been  declared  by 
“ public  posters  to  be  in  future  highways  repairable  by  the 
“ public  at  large  : —

Annual  Report  oj  Buildings^  Plans^  Committee,  1915. — “ During 
“ the  year  64  sets  of  Building  Plans  were  submitted  to  the 
“ Council  for  their  approval,  and  4 letters  with  respect  to 
“ building  matters  have  been  received  and  dealt  with.  Of 
“ the  plans  submitted,  approval  was  granted  to  48  sets  on 
“ their  first  appearance,  14  sets  were  returned  for  amend- 
“ ment,  and  10  of  these  were  subsequently  passed  as 
“ amended.  2 sets  of  plans  were  not  approved.

“ The  Committee  visited  one  case  in  Timperley. 

Surveyor  s Annual  Report  on  Canal  Boat  Inspections. — “ During 
“ the  year  inspections  were  made  on  40  different  dates,  the 
“ total  number  of  boats  inspected  being  66.  The  boats 
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“ were  registered  as  dwellings  for  225  persons,  but  the 
“ actual  number  living  on  board  was  127,  viz.  : — 93  men, 
“31  women,  and  3 children.  There  was  no  case  of  over- 
“ crowding  or  infectious  disease  met  with  or  reported. 

“ Three  notices  were  served  on  owners,  the  defect  in  each 
“ being  dirty  and  leaking  cabin,  also  1 notice  was  served 
“ on  the  master  of  a boat  for  having  no  certificate  of 
“ registration,  nor  school  register  for  boy  12  years  old. 
“ The  notices  have  since  been  returned,  duly  certified  as 
having  been  coniplied  with,  by  the  proper  authority. 

“ Thirteen  boats  were  found  carrying  offensive  cargoes — 
“ manure,  etc.— but  there  was  no  accumulation  of  bilge 
“ water  on  any  of  them,  and  the  cabins  were  properly 
“ separated  from  the  cargoes  by  double  bulkheads. 

“ I also  inspected  68  boats  during  August  loth  and  16th 
“ (whilst  taking  the  National  Register)  on  a length  of  the 
“ Bridgewater  Canal  lying  between  Brooklands  and  Agdeu 
“ Bridge  (excluding  a short  length  in  Altrincham  U.D.)  ” 

Mr.  Metcalfe’s  Report. 

Smoke  Nuiaances. — “ Attention  was  again  given  to  this  matter, 
“ and  two  observations  were  recorded  in  connection  with 
“ the  Plumbley  W orks. 

“ It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  procectlings, 
“ but  there  is  room  for  much  improvement. 

British  Red  Cross  Society. — “ Several  inspections  have  been 
“ made  in  connection  with  this  Society. 

Legal  Proceedings. — “ It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  legal 
“ proceedings  against  anyone  with  regard  to  matters  coming 
“ under  this  department. 

Infectious  Cases. — “ 1630  visits  w’ere  made  in  connection  with 
“ infectious  cases. 

Disinfection. — “ 62  houses  and  7 schools  have  been  disinfected, 
“ and  the  clothing  and  bedding  from  all  infected  houses  was 
“ removed  and  disinfected  in  the  steam  disinfector.  The 
“rooms  have  been  disinfected  by  “ Formic  Aldehyde”  or 
“ sprayed  with  “ Formalin,”  and  are  afterwards  stripped 
“ and  distempered.” 

C. — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

/.  Staff'. — This  was  fully  dealt  with  in  my  Report  for  1913. 
For  two  years  Mr.  J.  W.  Moore  has  acted  as  Assistant  Sur- 
veyor; and  early  in  1915  Mr.  Metcalfe  was  allowed  a boy  clerk 
to  be  trained  in  the  special  work  of  his  office. 

It  has  been  decided  to  leave  the  visiting  of  infants  (under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act)  to  the  County  Council.  Provision 
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will  however  have  to  be  made  in  191h  for  the  work  under  the 
Measles  Order,  which  will  require  the  employment  of  one  or 
more  female  health  visitors. 

2.  Hospital. — There  is  ample  accommodation  in  the  Hospitals 
of  the  Manchester  Corporation,  which  is  under  agreement  with 
the  Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  this  District  is  the  largest 
member.  All  details  are  given  in  a Table  at  the  end  of  the 
Volume.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  hospital  administration, 

3.  Local  or  Adoptive  Acts. — There  are  no  local  Acts.  The 
Adoptive  Acts  are  the  Infections  Diseases  Prevention  Act ; 
the  P.H.A.A.A.  1890,  Part  III. ; the  P.H.A.A.A.  1907, 
Sections  15,  16,  23,  52,  to  75,  whole  District  ; 34  to  46  Dunham 
Massey,  North^nden,  and  Timperley  only.  The  “ administra- 
tion ” is  part  of  the  regular  work  of  the  officers. 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — The  chemical  work 
is  done  by  the  County  Analyst.  16  Samples  of  water  were  sub- 
mitted to  him.  The  bacteriological  work  is  done  at  Professor 
Delepine’s  Laboratory.  The  specimens  submitted  to  him  were 
taken  from  24  supposed  cases  of  diphtheria,  3 of  enteric  fever, 
besides  one  special  examination  of  excreta,  and  6 of  tuberculosis. 

Positive  results  were  obtained  in  the  3 enteric  fever,  and  in 
10  diphtheria  ; the  remainder  were  negative.  The  numbers  are 
much  larger  than  in  the  previous  year  ; but  this  points  rather 
to  an  increased  use  of  bacteriological  diagnosis,  rather  than  to 
an  increased  prevalence  of  disease,  except  in  the  case  of 
diphtheria  where  notified  cases  rose  from  6 to  33. 

D, — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Acute  Infectious  Dis- 
eases.— Tables  7 and  12  show  the  prevalence;  and  Table  15 
enables  a comparison  to  be  made  with  previous  years.  There 
is  nothing  extraordinary  in  any  of  the  figures,  except  an  unusual 
amount  of  diphtheria. 

Diphtheria. — 7 Townships  were  affected,  of  which  4 had  single 
outbreaks.  No  great  importance  attaches  to  one  case  in 
Dunham  Massey  in  May  ; or  to  three  cases  in  one  house  simul- 
taneously in  Timperley  in  July  ; or  to  three  cases  in  one  house 
simultaneously  in  Bollington  in  August ; or  to  three  cases  in 
one  house  simultaneously  in  Ashley  in  December  ; because  they 
were  in  no  wise  connected,  they  were  accidental  infections  from 
outside  the  District,  and  they  caused  no  further  cases.  North- 
enden  had  one  case  notified  in  May,  which  died  the  same  day. 
I had  5 contacts  swabbed  and  examined,  with  negative  results. 
There  may  therefore  be  some  doubt  about  this  case.  One  case 
occurred  in  June  ; and  a small  group  of  four  cases  in  August, 
in  three  houses  ; these  last  were  probably  connected,  and  due  to 
infection  originating  in  Manchester.  Finally  there  was  an 
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epidemic  of  17  cases,  in  the  fourth  quarter,  in  the  two  neigh- 
bouring and  truly  rural  Townships  of  Kostherne  and  Mere.  In 
Rostherne  three  cases  occurred  in  October  and  November  in 
one  of  two  cottages  at  Parkside,  away  from  the  village  ; and  in 
December  three  cases  occurred  in  the  other,  which  appeared  to 
spring  from  a friendly  visit  paid  by  the  tenant  to  Monsall 
Hospital  to  see  her  neighbour  who  was  convalescing  there. 
These  cases  may  have  been,  and  probably  were,  quite  independ- 
ent of  those  yet  to  be  described  as  occurring  at  the  same  time 
in  Mere,  a couple  of  miles  away.  Here  four  houses  were 
affected,  in  November  and  December,  situated  in  three  separate 
blocks.  The  first  and  second  were  single  cases  in  separate 
blocks,  but  from  them,  through  the  medium  of  the  School, 
infection  was  conveyed  to  another  block  of  four  cottages,  whose 
sanitary  condition  was  distinctly  bad,  where  four  cases  occurred 
in  one  house  and  five  in  another.  This  property  had  been 
under  observation  for  a considerable  period,  and  the  owner  (the 
Mere  estate)  had  been  repeatedly  pressed  to  make  repairs,  but 
nothing  had  been  done.  Mere  School  was  closed  on  December 
7th  to  the  end  of  the  year.  All  the  cases  were  removed  to 
hospital,  at  a very  heavy  expense  to  the  Council.  One  of  the 
cases  died  in  hospital.  A case  also  died  in  Millington  from 
cardiac  paralysis  in  December,  which  had  not  been  notified 
owing  to  uncertainty  of  diagnosis  from  a negative  result  of  a 
bacteriological  examination.  These  are  the  three  deaths  in 
Table  16  ; the  fourth,  in  Table  8,  being  a case  of  “ spasmodic 
croup  ” in  Timperley  in  November.  I am  not  sure  if  this 
should  be  included. 

Erysipelas, — 17  cases,  no  deaths.  Of  no  importance.  See  p. 
83  (9)  A.R.  1914. 

Scarlet  Fever, — 67  cases,  (3  deaths).  These  become  much 
less  important  when  analysed  on  my  usual  plan.  (See  Table 
12).  17  Townships  had  no  cases  at  all.  3 had  one  case  each. 

4 had  two  cases  each.  1 had  3 cases.  Dunhan\  Massey  had  5 
cases.  Ashley  and  Timperley  7 cases  each.  Surely  I need  not 
go  into  further  detail.  In  Rostherne  there  was  a small  epidemic 
of  9 cases,  spread  over  March,  April,  and  June.  The  School 
was  closed  for  a week  at  the  end  of  March.  This  leaves  only 
Northenden  to  consider,  where  25  cases  occurred.  16  of  these 
occurred  in  May  and  June,  but  the  Schools  were  not  closed. 
The  other  9 cases  occurred  in  January,  March,  July,  August, 
and  October.  The  village  was  free  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  hospital  ; one  belonging  to  Ashley 
and  one  to  Northenden  in  June,  and  one  to  Ollerton  in  October. 
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Enteric  Fever. — Two  cases  occurred  in  Northenden,  in  Jan- 
uary and  July  respectively.  Both  were  treated  at  home  ; both 
recovered.  No  extension  took  place. 

Puerperal  Fever, — One  case  occurred  in  Mere  in  June.  The 
woman  and  the  house  were  dirty.  She  was  removed  to  hospital, 
and  died  there  14  days  later.  Another  case  occurred  in 
Mobberley  in  December,  and  was  removed  to  hospital,  where 
the  patient  remains.  No  other  cases. 

Cerebrospinal  Meningitis. — One  case  in  Northenden  in  Jan- 
uary, a boy  of  6 years.  He  died  the  same  day  that  the  notifica- 
tion was  sent,  and  before  it  reached  me.  Nothing  therefore 
could  be  done,  beyond  disinfecting  with  even  more  thorough- 
ness than  usual. 

Poliomyelitis. — One  case  in  August  in  Northenden,  a boy 
aged  2^  years.  This  case  is  improving. 

Ophthalmia. — One  case  in  January,  belonging  to  Timperley, 
but  notified  from  the  Manchester  Royal  Eye  Hospital. 

Mectsles. — The  following  Schools  have  reported  cases  during 
the  year,  (number  of  cases  in  brackets)  : — Arley  (4),  Little 
Heath,  Dunham  (2),  High  Legh  (4),  Mere  (3),  Mobberley  (3). 
Baguley  had  14,  of  which  9 occurred  in  November  and  December, 
and  the  School  was  closed  two  days  before  the  Christmas  holi- 
days without  my  knowledge.  St.  Alban’s,  Broadheath,  Dunham, 
closed  for  2 weeks  in  April,  Miss  Fletcher  acting  as  Health 
Visitor.  Between  30  and  40  cases  were  dealt  with.  Timperley, 
Stockport  Road  and  Thorley  Lane  Schools  were  closed  for  4 
weeks  in  May,  Miss  Fitton  acting  as  Health  Visitor.  About 
60  cases  were  dealt  with.  St.  Andrew’s  School  was  closed  for 
a fortnight  in  August  and  September,  Miss  Ryder  acting  as 
Health  Visitor.  Between  10  and  20  cases  were  dealt  with. 
In  Northenden  both  Schools  were  closed  on  December  15th, 
and  Miss  Broadbridge  acted  as  Health  Visitor.* 

I wish  to  draw  very  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  not  a 
single  death  occurred  among  the  cases  enumerated  above.  The 
only  deaths  that  occurred  were  a baby  of  12  months  in  Northen 
Etchells  in  February,  no  other  case  being  heard  of  in  that 
Township;  and  a baby  of  8 months  in  Northenden  on  December 
10th ; this  being  the  first  case  heard  of  there  in  that  month  ; 
which  may,  or  may  not,  have  been  connected  with  the  epidemic 
whose  commencement  came  .to  my  knowledge  a few  days  later. 

In  this  connection  I wish  to  draw  equal  attention  to  Table 
16,  p.  21  ; where  it  can  be  seen  that  since  1897  only  34  deaths 


* This  epidemic  ran  until  February  I2th,  1916,  eight  weeks,  and  involved  more 
than  100  cases.  No  deaths. 
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hare  occurred  in  18  years,  or  an  average  of  1*9  per  annum.  In 
a population  exceeding  20,000  I think  that  is  a record  to  be 
proud  of ; and  I attribute  it  to  the  adoption  of  domiciliary  visit- 
ing whenever  Schools  are  closed  ; for,  although  I have  never 
written  so  fully  before,  each  of  my  Annual  Reports  for  the 
preceding  17  years  will  be  found  to  contain  references,  and 
several  give  definite  examples  of  epidemics  cut  short,  and 
children’s  lives  saved.  In  view  of  the  Order  making  measles 
compulsorily  notifiable  after  December  31st,  1915,  it  is  only 
bare  justice  to  place  upon  record  the  results  which  I have 
obtained  without  it. 

Whooping-cough. — In  unfortunate  contrast  to  measles,  there  is 
little  definite  and  practical  administrative  action  that  can  be 
taken  in  the  case  of  whooping-cough.  Little  Heath  School, 
Dunham,  was  closed  from  October  8th  to  November  15th  ; and 
Mobberley  Infants  from  October  8th  to  October  30th.  Other 
cases  were  reported  from  Schools  : — Bollington  (4),  St.  Alban’s, 
Broadheath  (2),  Seamon’s  Moss  (2),  Northenden  C.E.  (15)  and 
Council  (24),  Ollerton  (1),  Peover  Superior  (1),  Styal  (8). 
2 deaths  of  infants  occurred  in  Styal,  and  1 in  Northenden. 
Table  16  shows  that  63  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  same  18 
years,  or  an  average  of  3*5  per  annum.  Though  this  is  nearly 
twice  the  measles  figure,  it  is  in  itself  an  extraordinarily  good 
one  for  an  uncontrolled  disease. 

Chicken-pox. — ^Mobberley  Infants’  School  was  closed  from 
February  27th  to  March  6th;  and  Shadow  Moss,  Northen 
Etchells,  from  February  17th  to  27th.  This  was  of  course 
simply  on  account  of  diminished  attendance.  Other  cases  were 
reported  from  Schools  : — Baguley  (1),  Bollington  (30,  of  which 
19  in  November),  Little  Heath,  Dunham  (1),  Mobberley  (6), 
Northenden  C.E.  (6)  and  Council  (5),  Rostherne  (6),  Styal  (1), 
Timperley  St.  Andrew’s  (2)  and  Stockport  Road  (6),  and 
Warburton  (5).  No  deaths. 

Mumps. — No  Schools  closed.  Cases  : — Arley  (8),  Baguley 
(1),  Bollington  (2),  Northenden  C.E.  (4),  Peover  Superior  (1), 
Rostherne  (9),  Timperley  St.  Andrew’s  (1)  and  Thorley  Lane 
(1).  No  deaths. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea.—  No  cases.  The  7 deaths  in  Table  8 
were  due  to  enteritis,  &c.,  not  epidemic.  A man  of  72  died  in 
Northenden  in  February;  a man  of  29  (from  Ringway)  in  the 
Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  in  May  ; the  remainder  were 
infants  under  1 year  : — January  one  at  Mere  ; July  one  at 
Northenden  ; September  one  at  Carrington  ; October  one  at 
Northenden  ; November  one  at  Timperley.  ‘ 
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General. — In  replj"  then  to  the  general  queries  under  D, 
as  regards  notifiable  diseases,  the  sources  of  infection  were 
generally  extraneous  ; the  method  of  spread  was  by  personal 
contact  only  ; the  administrative  action  was  prompt  removal  to 
hospital  or  effective  house  isolation,  and  thorough  disinfection. 
School  attendance,  water  and  milk  supplies,  and  other  foods,  do 
not  enter  into  the  question  at  all.  Bacteriological  aids  to 
diagnosis  are  used  (see  above).  Contacts  are  enquired  for,  when 
a case  is  first  investigated,  and  if  necessary  are  kept  under 
medical  observation  for  a time.  We  have  experienced  no 
special  difficulties. 

Non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  always  associated  with 
Schools,  and  generally  occur  in  groups,  or  small  local  epidemics. 

I have  written  on  this  subject  at  unusual  length,  because  it 
appears  to  me  to  be  the  one  most  important  factor  in  arriving  at 
an  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  administrative  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  for  which  the  M.O.H.  is  responsible.  1 am 
not  ashamed  of  this  record. 

E. — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Tuberculosis. — Table 
2 on  page  6 gives  the  complete  figures.  Of  notifications  received 
in  1915  there  were  17  males  and  8 females  (pulmonary),  and  7 


males  and  3 females  (non-pulmonary).

(a)  Each  case  is  visited  by  the  M.O.H.  personally  as  soon  as 
convenient ; and  occasionally  Mr.  Metcalfe  is  asked  to  make  a 
few  preliminary  (non-medical)  enquiries  ; (h)  subsequent  visits 
are  made  by  the  M.O.H.  at  his  discretion  ; and  in  most  cases 
are  not  numerous,  as  the  medical  attendants  are  always  careful ; 
moreover  if  a close  personal  supervision  by  the  M.O.H.  were 
expected,  the  Council  would  have  to  provide  an  assistant 
M.O.H.  ; (0  there  are  no  arrangements  (that  is,  there  is  no 
Staff,)  for  the  detection  of  unrecognised  cases  ; {d)  there  is  now 
a Dispensary  at  Northwich,  and  a Sub-dispensary  at  Altrincham, 
at  which  patients  can  receive  advice  and  treatment  twice  a week, 
or,  if  necessary,  can  be  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  (or 
nurse)  at  their  homes.  Not  much  use  has  been  made  of  them 
yet.  {e)  disinfectants  are  supplied  on  request  ; disinfection  of 
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premises  and  bedding  is  carried  out  after  a death,  and  at  any 
time  on  request.

There  are  14  other  Townships  without  any  cases  at  all.  The 
figures  cannot  be  considered  unfavourable  ; they  only  show  1*7 
cases  per  1000  of  population. 


F, — Investigation  of  other  Diseases. — There  are  no  influences 
threatening  the  health  of  the  District.  There  is  no  excessive 
prevalence  of  any  one  disease,  or  group  of  diseases.  Heart 
disease  25,  bronchitis  23,  pneumonia  18,  influenza  4 deaths,  are 
average.  So  is  cancer,  which  is  19  (against  34  in  1914).  This 
is  equivalent  to  a Bate  of  0-85.  8 were  males,  1 1 females.  The 

male  organs  aflected  and  ages  at  death  were  : thyroid  (66), 
stomach,  liver,  &c.  (56,  67,  73,  76,  81),  intestine  (38),  prostate 
(62)  ; female  : stomach,  liver,  &c.  (48,  54,  58,  65,  77),  intestine 
(47,  58),  uterus  (51,  59,  63),  mammae  (44).  2 deaths  occurred 

from  rheumatic  fever.  12  deaths  occurred  from  violence  or 
accident,  including  5 from  drowning  in  an  ice  accident.  Pickets 
is  uncommon  ; so  is  diarrhoea.  There  was  no  food  poisoning. 


Q.— -Means  for  preventing  Mortality  in  Child-birth  and  in 

Infancy. — The  County  Council  administers  the  Midwives  Act, 
and  after  1915  is  taking  the  actual  inspection  of  midwives  from 
the  local  M.O.H.  (who  has  done  it  for  11  years),  and  is  placing 
it  in  the  hands  of  a new  County  Department,  which  is  also  to 
administer  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  (in  all  areas  where 
District  Councils  are  not  doing  it). 

The  infant  mortality  figure  for  1915  was  108,  (that  for  Rural 
England  and  Wales  being  98),  but  Table  6 shows  this  to  be  an 
accidentally  high  figure,  the  average  for  the  5 years  preceding 
being  only  76.

Prematurity  accounted  for  2 deaths  on  the  first  day  of  life 
and  for  4 on  the  second  day.  Antenatal  malnutrition  one  on  the 
third  day,  and  one  on  the  fourth  day,  inanition  one  on  the  first 
day,  congenital  malformations  two  on  the  first  day,  internal 
haemorrhage  one  on  the  sixteenth  day.  The  remainder  are 
classified  in  Table  9. 

The  “ special  factors  ” in  this  District  include  those  usually 
found  in  healthy  country  Districts  {e.g.  56000  acres  to  23000 
population)  ; the  two  most  densely  populated  Townships  having 
only  2 and  2^  persons  to  the  acre  respectively.  21  Townships, 
out  of  30,  have  no  resident  midwife.  Contact  at  one  point  with 
the  city  of  Manchester,  and  at  other  points  with  twelve  Urban 
Districts,  introduces  local  variations  in  the  direction  of  more 
“ urban  ” conditions. 

Of  illegitimate  births  I have  no  information  beyond  the 
quarterly  figures  received  from  the  district  registrars,  and  of  still 
births  no  information  at  all. 

H. — Vital  Statistics  of  the  District. — These  have  been  care- 
fully prepared  in  accordance  with  instructions,  and  a few  addi- 
tional Tables  added. 

Births. — See  Table  10  for  details,  and  Table  6 for  com- 
parisons. The  Rate,  16*0,  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  the 
average  of  the  preceding  five  years  being  18*4.  The  Rate  for 
Rural  England  and  Wales  (1915)  is  20*7. 

Deaths. — See  Tables  6,  8,  9,  and  11.  The  number  of  deaths 
actually  registered  was  324,  but  no  less  than  104  of  these 
(mainly  occurring  in  the  large  public  institutions)  were  “ trans- 
ferred ” to  other  Districts  ; on  the  other  hand  49  had  to  be 
similarly  accepted  from  other  Districts  ; the  nett  number  is 
therefore  269,  and  Rate  12*4.  The  average  of  the  last  five 
years  is  only  11*0;  but  1915  has  evidently  been  a year  of 
comparatively  high  Rates,  that  for  Rural  England  and  Wales 
being  13*6.  There  were  12  deaths  in  the  old  class  of  “zymotic” 
diseases,  equal  to  a Rate  of  0'5.  Among  the  80  deaths  attributed 
in  Table  8 to  “ other  defined  diseases,”  25  were  due  to  some 
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form  of  cerebral  disease,  38  to  simple  old  age,  which  only  leaves 
16  un-named. 

Phthisis — Table  2 shows  11  deaths  among  cases  on  the 
register  ; Table  8 adds  2 which  occurred  elsewhere.  This  gives 
a Rate  of  0*6. 

Other  Tubercular  Diseases. — Similarly  5 deaths  in  Table  2, 
with  one  more  in  Table  8 ; Rate  0*25.  Five  were  ascribed  to 
tuberculous  meningitis,  and  one  (in  a man  of  78)  to  tuberculosis 
of  spine. 

Alcoholism. — No  information  available. 


Vaccination. — Figures  could  be  obtained,  by  favour,  from  the 
Vaccination  Officers;  but  it  is  not  worth  while.  There  is  no 
reason  to  believe  that  this  District  is  different  to  the  rest  of  the 
country,  where  50  per  cent,  of  infants  are  now  un-vaccinated. 
Some  day,  sooner  or  later,  there  will  be  a small-pox  epidemic, 
which  wdll  settle  the  question  of  exemption  permanently  and 
effectively. 


Sanitary  Condition  of  Non-Provided  Schools. — Mr.  Metcalfe 
has  made  a special  enquiry  for  me  at  the  close  of  the  year.  It 
is  two  years  (A.R.  1913)  since  I reported  defects  in  detail,  and 
notices  were  served  to  abate  insanitary  conditions.  The  follow- 
ing are  now  passed  as  satisfactory  : —

It  is  interesting,  but  at  the  same  time  regrettable,  to  notice 
that  all  the  Schools  which  are  giving  trouble  belong  to  one  or 
other  of  the  large  estates  ; thus  Ashley,  Ollerton  and  Rostherne, 
for  instance,  belong  to  Lord  Egerton  of  Tatton.  It  would 
almost  appear  that  the  officials  in  the  various  estate-offices  con- 
sider themselves  able  to  disregard  the  sanitary  requirements  of 
a Rural  District  Council ; and,  without  going  into  further 
details,  there  is  at  least  ample  justification  for  inviting  the 
special  attention  of  the  County  Council  and  Local  Government 
Board  to  the  peculiar  position. 

Miscellaneous. — Tables  12  and  13  are  mainly  of  local  interest, 
as  they  apportion  various  figures  to  the  individual  Townships. 
Tables  15  and  16  are  always  peculiarly  interesting  to  myself, 
and  contain  much  va,l liable  information  as  to  the  past  history  of 
the  District  in  a form  in  which  the  understanding  eye  can  see  at 
a glance  the  equivalent  of  many  pages  of  description.  Tables 
16,  17,  and  18  bear  witness  to  the  amount  of  daily  work  which 
Mr,  McKenzie  and  Mr,  Metcalfe  get  through,  and  it  would  be 
ungracious  to  conclude  this  Report  without  acknowledging  the 
great  value  of  the  assistance  which  they  constantly  give  me.

Preliminary  Note. — The  matter  found  on  pages  3 to  9,  in- 
clusive, is  to  be  taken  here  as  an  integral  part  of  this  Report. 

L.Q.B.  Tables. — In  Table  I.  the  nett  population  is  arrived  at 
by  deducting  the  number  of  prisoners  in  the  Gaol  and  of  pauper 
inmates  in  the  Workhouse.  The  information  asked  for  in  Table 
11.  will  be  found  on  p.  42  ; and  this  District  is  a partner  in  the 
Bucklow  Joint  Hospital  Board,  (see  previous  Reports),  which 
now  has  a limited  number  of  beds  for  phthisis  in  addition  to 
accommodation  for  ordinary  infectious  diseases,  and  for  small- 
pox, in  the  hospitals  of  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

( 1 ) . — Physical  features^  ^c. 

(2) . — Population,  Social  Conditions,  ^c. 

There  is  no  change  in  any  of  the  matters  within  my  knowledge  ; 
but  as  to  several  points  I have  no  information.  Overcrowding 
is  found  occasionally  (as  elsewhere)  in  individual  cases;  but 
does  not  exist  otherwise. 

B.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply, — Nothing  to  report.  See  p.  119  of  A.R.  1908, 

Rivers  and  Streams, — None  ; except  the  brook  which  forms 
the  water  supply,  and  one  still  smaller.  See  p.  39  of  A.R.  1910. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, — Mr.  Marshall’s  report  is  as  follows: — 

The  usual  periodical  examinations  of  the  sewers  and  man- 
holes in  the  town  have  been  made,  and  every  effort  made 
to  keep  the  sewers  free  from  deposits  of  various  kinds. 
The  flushing  of  sewers  has  been  carried  out  when 
necessary. 

The  substitution  of  stoneware  trapped  gullies,  in  lieu  of 
defective  catchpits,  has  been  proceeded  with  where 
necessary,  and  additional  gullies  fixed  in  a few  positions 
where  surface  drainage  had  to  be  provided. 

The  only  work  carried  out  during  the  year  has  been  such  as 
was  necessary  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  sewage 
system. 

There  have  been  four  new  drain  connections  made  to  the 
sewers. 

The  sum  of  £28  Is.  6d.  has  been  received  as  sewage  rents 
from  occupiers  of  dwellings  outside  the  District  which 
drain  into  the  sewers. 
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The  treatment  of  sewage  at  the  outfall  works  has  again  given 
remarkably  good  results. 

Owing  to  an  accident  one  effluent  (out  of  three  examined) 
was  unsatisfactory  ; but  this  can  be  avoided  in  future. 

These  results  have  been  obtained  with  a reduced  amount  of 
alumino-ferric.  Careful  note  is  taken  of  the  quantity 
used  so  as  to  get  the  best  results  without  waste  of 
precipitant. 

Alumino-ferric  has  increased  in  price  during  the  year  from 
£2  15s.  Od,  to  £3  17s.  6d.  per  ton.— R.\¥.M. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  number  of  privies  has  been 
reduced  by  1 1 ; of  ash-pits  by  8 ; pail-closets  unaltered  ; 
the  number  of  water-closets  has  been  increased  by  1 1 ; 
and  of  galvanised  ash-bins  by  50.  The  numbers  remain- 
ing are  therefore  (as  near  as  we  know)  53  privies,  149 
slop  or  waste  water-closets,  132  peat-pails,  917  water- 
closets,  922  ash-bins,  and  131  ash-pits. — R.W.M. 

Scavenging. — All  ash-bins  and  pail-closets  are  scavenged 
weekly  ; ash-pits  and  privies  monthly,  or  immediately  on 
request.  These  operations  total  for  ash-pits  and  privies 
1167,  pail-closets  6812,  ash-bins  46800;  and  2784  cart- 
loads were  removed  to  the  tips.  All  street  gullies  have 
been  kept  cleaned  out.  The  cost  of  scavenging  has 
been: — Labour  £408  3s.  4d. ; Forage  £85  15s,  Id.; 
Repairs  £29  13s.  3d. ; Shoeing,  &c.,  £27  Os.  8d.  ; Total 
£520  19s.  Id.— R.W.M. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  District. — Table  28  gives  the  partic- 
ulars of  Mr.  Marshall's  routine  work,  in  a form  prepared  by  the 
County  M.O.H.;  and  another  table  in  manuscript  has  been 
furnished  to  him,  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  print  this  year. 
(Refer  to  Table  25,  A. R.  1911).  Out  of  172  notices  served,  it 
will  be  seen  that  only  9 remain  uucomplied  with ; these  are 
minor  matters  and  will  have  been  attended  to  before  these  lines 
are  in  print. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled  by  Bye-laws 
or  Regulations. — None.  There  are  no  common  lodging-houses, 
no  cellar  dwellings,  no  offensive  trades.  That  is  to  say,  no 
lodging-houses  are  registered.  It  is  probable,  and  approaching 
certainty,  that  houses  are  irregularly  used  as  such ; but  no 
action  has  been  taken.  (Bakehouses  and  slaughter-houses  are 
dealt  with  later). 

Schools. — The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  all 
public  elementary  schools  are  good.  The  only  closure  was  one 
week  in  February  for  St.  Cross  on  account  of  whooping-cough. 
All  schools  are  disinfected  twice  a year,  during  the  holidays. 
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Food.  (a).  Milk  Supply. — There  are  now  5 cowkeepers,  4 
cowkeepers  and  purveyors,  and  4 purveyors,  (besides  2 purveyors 
outside  the  District). 

All  the  premises  in  the  District,  occupied  by  the  above 
persons,  have  been  periodically  visited  and  were  invari- 
ably found  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  general  cleansing  and  lime-washing  of  the  cowsheds, 
dairies,  and  places  where  milk  is  stored  or  butter  made, 
have  been  carried  out  at  fairly  regular  intervals  and 
promptly  on  notice  being  given. 

The  cattle  have  at  all  times  appeared  in  a healthy,  well-fed, 
and  clean  condition,  and  the  water  supply  for  all  purposes 
has  been  good  and  adequate. 

No  structural  alterations  have  been  made. 

The  milk  supply  has  not  shown  the  slightest  indication  of 
being  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  few  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  recently  reported. — R.W.M. 

Food.  (b).  Other  Foods. — The  sanitary  condition  of  premises 
where  foods  are  prepared,  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale,  is  satis- 
factory. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  13  bakehouses  in  the  District 
in  use. 

Visits  at  varying  periods  have  been  paid  to  all  these  premises, 
and  generally  speaking,  they  are  kept  in  a clean  con- 
dition. 

Lime-washing  is  carried  out  at  fairly  regular  intervals  and 
promptly  when  required  by  notice. 

The  trade  utensils  always  appear  clean  and  in  good  order. 

No  overcrowding  has  been  found  during  the  year. 

The  seven  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  are  still  in 
the  same  hands  as  last  year. 

These  premises  have  been  visited  and  inspected  at  various 
periods. 

Notices  requiring  lime-washing,  general  cleansing,  and  the 
removal  of  offal  have  been  served  in  a number  of  cases, 
and  the  tenants  have  always  promptly  complied  with  the 
requests. 

Generally  speaking  the  tenants  make  the  best  of  the  premises. 

Meat  Inspection. — During  my  visits  to  these  premises  1 have 
found  thereon  the  following  carcases  of  meat : — Beef  66, 
mutton  61,  pork  14,  veal  14 — Total  155. 

The  whole  of  these  carcases,  as  well  as  all  the  internal  organs 
found  on  the  several  premises,  appeared  to  be  of  good 
quality,  well  fed,  and  sound. — R.W.M.

General  character  of  defects  : Water-closets  without  cisterns, 
defective  roofs,  eaves  and  fall-pipes,  damp  walls,  want  of  ventila- 
tion, defective  floors,  fall-pipes  without  traps,  and  other  minor 
defects. 

There  are  730  houses  within  limits  of  rent  in  Sect.  14  of  Act. 
There  are  14  back-to-back  houses. 

Only  one  new  house  was  built  in  1915. 

Mr.  Marshall  regrets  that  during  the  early  part  of  the  year 
he  found  it  impossible  to  make  inspections  owing  to  his  time 
being  fully  occupied  with  street  improvements,  making  a new 
street,  and  preparing  a scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the 
“ Princess  Street  area”  (including  plans,  bills  of  quantities,  and 
specifications). 

In  the  100  houses  that  were  inspected  later  in  the  year,  all 
necessary  notices  were  served,  and  all  defects  have  been  (or  are 
in  course  of  being)  remedied.  214  houses  have  now  been  effec- 
tively dealt  with  in  four  years.  The  special  hindrances  and 
delays  which  have  been  encountered  have  been  fully  explained 
in  each  previous  Report,  beginning  with  1910.  It  is  hoped  they 
will  not  recur. 

Mr.  Marshall  has  personally  prepared  a scheme  for  the  pro- 
posed improvements  (in  the  Princess  Street  area)  which  has 
been  approved  by  the  Council  and  by  the  Local  GoverumeMt 
Board.  It  includes  the  demolition  of  two  cottages,  paving  a 
new  back  road,  drains  and  new  sewer,  and  block- plan  of  the 
whole  area,  showing  buildings  to  be  removed,  and  sites  for  new 
buildings. 

The  owners  have  employed  an  architect  to  work  out  the 
details  of  new  buildings,  and  apportion  the  cost.  One  of  the 
condemned  cottages  is  vacant,  and  a closing  order  is  being 
obtained  for  the  other.  The  actual  work  will  commence,  it  is 
hoped,  early  in  1916. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  providing  work- 
men’s dwellings.  The  Council  is  willing  to  build,  and  has  even 
settled  the  type  of  cottage ; but  no  land  can  be  obtained  at  a 
reasonable  price  and  free  from  obnoxious  restrictions. 

Cottas^es  are  urgently  needed ; but  nothing  more  can  be 
done  unless  the  Local  Government  Board  or  the  County  Council 
lend  their  more  powerful  assistance. 
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Workshops,  Workplaces,  §*c. — Table  27,  framed  by  the  Home 
Office,  filled  up  by  Mr.  Marshall,  gives  the  required  figures. 
Under  this  heading  there  has  been  nothing  during  the  year  that 
calls  for  any  special  comment. 

C.  — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

2.  Staff. — As  is  customary  in  small  Urban  Districts,  there 
is  only  one  whole-time  executive  officer,  who  has  to  undertake 
all  the  duties  that  pertain  to  road-surveyor,  building-surveyor, 
sevyage-works  manager,  head  of  the  scavenging  staff,  and 
inspector  for  all  purposes.  Mr.  Marshall  has  had  a very 
strenuous  year;  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  entirely  owing  to  a 
fortunate  absence  of  epidemics  that  he  has  been  able  to  do  so 
much  in  other  directions.  And  in  each  department  more  would 
have  been  done  but  for  the  conflicting  claims  of  the  other 
departments. 

The  Council  now  provides  also  a clerk  in  Mr.  Marshall’s 
office. 

2.  Hospital  Accommodation. — Ample,  Provided  by  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  administration. 
Four  cases  of  diphtheria,  nine  of  scarlet  fever,  and  one  of  enteric 
fever,  were  removed  to  Monsall  Hospital.  No  phthisis  cases 
were  dealt  with  ; but  accommodation  was  available. 

3.  Administration  of  Local  Acts  and  general  Adoptive  Acts. — 
There  is  nothing  outside  the  usual  routine  of  work.  There  are 
no  local  Acts.  The  Acts  adopted  are  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Prevention  Act;  Parts  II.  and  III.  P.H.A.  Amend.  Act,  1890, 
and  some  sections  of  P.H.A.  Amend.  Act,  1907.  . 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — No  chemical  work 
has  been,  or  is  likely  to  be,  required.  Bacteriological  work  is 
done  at  Professor  Delepine’s  laboratory.  It  consisted  in  1915 
of  seven  diphtheria  examinations  (3  positive),  and  two  enteric 
fever  (both  negative). 

D,  — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Acute  Infectious  Dis- 
eases.— (See  Table  20). 

Diphtheria. — 3 cases  occurred  in  one  house  in  the  first  week 
in  August,  and  one  case  in  another  house  in  the  middle  of 
October.  All  were  removed  to  hospital  and  recovered.  Care- 
ful enquiries  into  their  possible  origin  were  without  result. 

Erysipelas. — 3 cases  ; of  no  importance. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 2 cases  occurred  in  October,  2 in  November, 
and  5 at  the  end  of  December.  The  first  4 seemed  on  enquiry 
to  be  quite  independent  of  each  other.  Four  of  the  latter  were 
in  the  Winstanley  Home  for  Waifs  and  Strays.  All  but  one 
were  of  school  age,  but  they  did  not  all  attend  the  same  school. 
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On  the  whole  it  appeared  likely  that  the  schools  were  not  in 
fault.  All  the  cases  were  removed  to  hospital ; where  7 
remained  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever, — Only  one  case  occurred,  in  December,  and 
was  obviously  an  importation.  It  was  removed  to  hospital  and 
recovered. 

The  above  are  the  whole  of  the  notified  cases ; and  the  year 
may  therefore  be  considered  a very  fortunate  one.  ‘ In  this  con- 
nection I would  draw  special  attention  to  Table  25.  In  21 
years,  since  the  District  was  formed,  scarlet  fever  has  only  been 
“epidemic”  in  1899,  and  in  1906-7  ; enteric  fever  only  in  1910  ; 
and  diphtheria  never.  There  have  only  been  5 deaths  from 
scarlet  fever  and  5 from  diphtheria  in  all  that  time ; and  though 
enteric  fever  claims  15  deaths,  the  cases  were  always  proved  to 
be  imported,  and  therefore  not  due  to  local  conditions.  The 
epidemic  of  1910,  with  37  cases  and  4 deaths,  was  fully  reported 
on  at  the  time ; and  though  its  spread  was  largely  due  to 
personal  contact,  and  probably  to  the  use  of  old  privies,  the 
origin  of  the  first  case  or  cases  was  never  ascertained,  and  there- 
fore cannot  be  ascribed  to  any  local  cause.  As  a testimony  to 
the  control  over  infectious  diseases,  leading  to  their  prevention, 
I am  very  proud  of  this  record. 

Mr.  Marshall  says  : — All  the  cases  (1915)  were  immediately 
visited,  the  premises  systematically  inspected,  full  enquiry  made 
as  to  the  possible  source  of  infection,  and  the  patients,  in  14 
cases,  removed  to  hospital.  All  rooms,  clothing  and  bedding, 
used  by  the  patients  were  disinfected,  all  house-refuse  removed, 
and  all  drains  cleaned  and  flushed  with  disinfectants. 

Measles, — 41  cases  were  notified,  all  but  four  being  in  the 
C.E.  Infants’  School,  in  April  and  May.  The  school  was  not 
closed.  Mr.  Marshall  himself  acted  as  Health  Visitor,  super- 
vised the  cases,  and  disinfected  the  houses  as  the  cases  recovered. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping-cough, — There  was  an  epidemic  in  January  and 
February,  and  St.  Cross  School  was  closed  for  a week.  18  cases 
w’ere  notified  from  the  school;  no  doubt  more  occurred.  No 
administrative  action  was  taken.  Two  deaths  occurred,  both  in 
children  under  school  age.  (This  was  the  continuation  of  an 
epidemic  in  November  and  December,  1914). 

Mumps, — 13  cases  notified;  mainly  from  St.  Cross  School. 

Chicken-pox, — 13  cases  notified  ; mainly  from  C.E.  Infants’ 
School. 

That  is  the  total  of  the  minor  infectious  diseases,  as  far  as 
known.  Not  being  notifiable  in  the  ordinary  way,  they  are 
only  heard  of  through  the  schools,  and  there  are  no  statistics  of 
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the  true  numbers.  We  can  however  see  from  Table  26  what 
deaths  have  occurred.  In  26  years  there  have  been  29  deaths 
from  measles,  and  28  from  whooping-cough.  Remembering  that 
all  over  the  country  many  more  deaths  occur  from  these  diseases 
than  from  the  major  diseases,  this  is  not  intrinsically  a bad 
result,  and  the  total  of  57  is  proportionate  to  the  25  from  the 
major  diseases. 

Diarrhoda  caused  43  deaths  in  the  same  period.  This  is  really 
a symptom  (found  in  several  diseases)  and  not  a disease  in 
itself.  In  future  I shall  endeavour  to  avoid  the  use  of  the  word 
by  substituting  a more  scientific  reference  to  the  real  disease. 


E. — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Tuberculosis. — Table 
2 on  p.  6 gives  the  complete  figures.  Of  notifications  received 
in  1915  there  were  4 males  and  2 females  (pulmonary),  and  3 
males  and  3 females  (non-pulmonary).  The  ages  were  :

The  non-pulmonary  cases  included  (1)  knee-joint,  (2)  spine, 
(3)  bones  generally  (the  child  of  a tuberculous  mother),  (4) 
three  cases  of  abdominal  glands,  at  ages  5 years,  2^  years,  10 
months.  These  last  raise  a suspicion  of  tuberculous  milk  ; but 
no  diseased  cows  have  at  any  time  been  noticed. 

(rt)  Each  case  is  visited  by  the  M.O.H.  as  soon  as  convenient ; 
(5)  subsequent  visits  are  made  by  him  at  his  discretion  ; (c) 
there  are  no  arrangements  (that  is,  there  is  no  Staff)  for  the 
detection  of  unrecognised  cases  ; {d)  there  is  now  a Dispensary 
established  at  Northwich,  and  a Sub-dispensary  at  Altrincham, 
with  a Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Nurse;  but  no  use  has  been 
made  of  them  so  far  as  I know ; (e)  disinfectants  are  supplied 
on  request  ; disinfection  of  premises  and  bedding  is  carried  out 
after  a death,  and  at  any  time  on  request. 


F. — Investigration  of  other  Diseases. — This  does  not  apply. 

There  are  no  influences  threatening  the  health  of  the  District. 
There  is  no  excessive  prevalence  of  any  group  of  diseases. 
There  is  no  food-poisoning. 


Q. — Means  for  preventing  Mortality  in  Child-birth  and  in 
Infancy. — There  are  now  three  certified  midwives ; and  they 
are  regularly  visited  by  myself  on  behalf  of  the  County  M.O.H. 
The  District  Nurse  continues  to  work  under  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act.  In  1915  she  had  on  the  average  41  babies  on  her 
list,  and  she  paid  1024  visits.  She  notified  to  me  3 still  births, 
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2 deaths,  and  10  removals.  The  Infant  Mortality  Figures  have 
been

This  shows  that  gratifying  and  steady  improvement  has  been 
going  on  ever  since  the  District  was  formed.  It  also  shows  that 
nearly  the  whole  had  occurred  before  the  work  under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act  was  taken  up. 

H. — Vital  Statistics. — These  will  be  found  in  the  Tables 
(19  to  24).  Table  21  show's  ,2  deaths  from  whooping-cough  as 
the  whole  of  the  “ zymotic  ” mortality  for  the  year,  3 deaths 
only  occurred  from  phthisis,  (Rate  0*6),  all  males,  at  ages  38, 
43,  52  years.  1 death  from  tuberculous  meningitis  occurred, 
F.,  5 months  ; and  2 from  peritonitis,  males,  ages  2 and  8 years. 
Infantile  deaths,  besides  1 from  whooping-cough  and  1 from 
meningitis  (above)  were  1 from  prematurity,  1 from  malforma- 
tion and  2 from  enteritis.  5 deaths  from  cancer  include  4 males, 
1 female,  ages  46,  55,  71,  73,  73.  Site  of  disease  : jaw  1, 
bowels  3,  gall-bladder  1,  20  deaths  occurred  at  over  65  years; 

and  among  the  20  deaths  ascribed  to  “ other  defined  diseases  ” 
were  9 from  old  age,  4 from  cerebral  diseases,  2 from  colitis, 
and  1 each  from  septicaemia,  hepatitis,  rickets,  general  paralysis, 
and  endocarditis.  Table  23  gives  some  particulars  as  to  births; 
there  is  no  information  as  to  still-births  beyond  the  receipt  of  3 
cards  under  the  N otification  Act ; and  no  information  as  to 
illegitimate  births  beyond  that  given  in  the  Table. 

The  remaining  Tables  are  self-explanatory.  Tables  25  and 
26  are  in  my  opinion  the  most  valuable,  for  a “ bird’s-eye  ” 
review  of  the  history  of  the  District  since  its  formation  as  shown 
in  the  prevalence  or  absence,  and  fatality  or  otherwise,  of  the 
more  serious  infectious  diseases. 

Other  Matters. — The  points  mentioned  by  the  County  M.O.H. 
in  his  A.R.  1913  will  be  found  incorporated  above;  except 
“Alcoholism”  and  “Vaccination,”  and  as  to  these  I have  no 
information. 

Printing  and  Distribution  of  Report. — This  has  always  been 
done  as  suggested. 

Conclusion. — I wish  to  acknowledge  my  obligation  to  Mr. 
Marshall  for  valuable  assistance  during  the  year,  and  for  much 
statistical  information  which  I have  embodied  in  this  Report. 
The  Report  appears  short ; the  reason  is  that  the  year  has  been 
uneventful.  So  for  this  w'e  ought  really  to  be  thankful  !

Preliminary  Note. — The  matter  found  on  pages  3 to  9 
inclusive,  is  to  be  taken  here  as  an  integral  part  of  this  Report. 

L.Q.B.  Tables. — The  gross  and  nett  population  is  taken  to  be 
the  same.  The  only  public  institution  is  the  Albert  Infirmary, 
which  receives  a few  cases  from  outside  the  District.  The 
information  asked  for  in  Table  II.  will  be  found  on  p.  60. 
This  District  is  a partner  in  a Joint  Hospital  Board,  (with 
Northwich  R.,  North Avich  U.,  and  Middle wich  U.,)  having  a 
hospital  at  Davenham  with  34  beds  for  3 diseases  ; as  Avell  as 
the  disused  wooden  buildings  at  Marbury,  which  are  now  kept 
for  small-pox.  There  is  no  sanatorium  for  phthisis. 

A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

( 1 ) . — Physical  jeatures^ 

(2) . — Population^  Social  Conditions^  ^c. 

There  is  no  change  in  any  of  the  matters  within  my  knowl- 
edge ; but  as  to  several  points  I have  no  information.  Over- 
crowding is  found  occasionally  (as  elsewhere)  in  individual 
cases  ; but  does  not  exist  otherwise. 

The  estimation  of  the  population  was  very  carefully  made  in 
January,  1915;  and  it  was  found  that  army  recruiting  would 
cause  a perceptible  diminution  in  the  total ; thus  the  estimate 
was  reduced  from  10850  to  10150,  A year  later  I have  no 
reason  to  alter  the  figures  ; (indeed  for  1916  I am  now  further 
reducing  them  to  9950). 

B.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

(^N.B, — The  Inspector’s  Report  is  incorporated  here,  and  sub- 
sequently. I place  his  initials  after  the  paragraphs  Avhich  he 
supplies). 

Water  Supply. — The  position  is  unchanged  ; (see  A.R.  1913). 
The  Council  is  still  endeavouring  to  obtain  an  additional  source 
of  supply. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  change.  All  particulars  in  A.R. 
1912. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — 26  houses  in  the  District  have  been 
re-drained  with  gullies  and  other  requisites  provided,  and 
properly  connected  with  the  main  sewers.  All  sewers 
and  seAverage  Avorks  are  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor 
and  his  staff.  Four  6-inch  vent-shafts  have  been  fixed 
to  the  sewers  in  Over,  and  an  additional  one  in  Wharton. 
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No  new  sewers  or  works  of  extension  have  been  carried 
out  during  1915. — T.H. 

Closet  Accommodatioiu — The  approximate  number  of  water- 
closets  now  in  use  in  the  District  is  1114,  an  increase  of 
43  for  the  year,  39  having  been  converted  from  cesspool- 
privies,  2 from  peat-pail  closets,  and  2 provided  to  new 
property  during  the  year.  There  are  no  waste-water  or 
hand-flushed  closets  known  of  in  the  District. 

The  number  of  peat-pails  in  use  at  house  property  is  512,  a 
reduction  of  2,  due  to  conversions  to  fresh  water-closets, 
during  the  year.  The  scavenging  is  performed  by  private 
contract,  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  6 a.m.  The 
pails  are  emptied,  cleansed,  and  re-charged  with  peat 
dust  and  vitriol  once  each  week,  a clean  pail  being  sub- 
stituted at  each  house.  The  manure  is  taken  to  a depot, 
provided  by  the  contractor,  outside  the  District,  and 
well  removed  from  inhabited  parts. 

The  approximate  number  of  cesspool-privies  is  828,  a decrease 
of  39  for  the  year,  this  number  having  been  converted  to 
fresh  water-closets  during  1915.  The  scavenging  is  done 
by  contract  in  the  night-time,  the  manure  being  taken  to 
outlying  parts  of  the  District.  As  will  be  observed  from 
the  Table  under  this  head,  the  supervision  of  this  branch 
forms  an  important  part  of  the  duties  of  the  office. — T.H. 

I would  draw  special  attention  to  the  very  satisfactory  nature 
of  these  figures ; and  would  remind  you  that  the  whole  work 
has  been  done  by  voluntary  arrangement ; and  that  in  every 
case  other  and  additional  alterations  and  improvements  to  the 
premises  have  been  effected  at  the  same  time. 

Scavenging. — In  addition  to  that  mentioned  above,  the  Sur- 
veyor is  in  charge  of  the  scavenging  of  ashes.  Dry 
ash-pits  are  emptied  monthly,  and  covered  ash-bins 
fortnightly,  the  contents  being  deposited  at  tips  provided, 
or  sanctioned,  by  the  Council. — T.H. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  Districts — Table  38  gives  the  details 
of  the  Inspector’s  work  on  a form  prepared  by  the  County 
M.O.H.,  and  obviates  the  necessity  of  referring  to  details  here. 
I would  again  point  to  the  absence  of  formal  notices.  The 
Inspector  is  at  work  every  day ; and  I accompany  him  to 
selected  places  or  matters  on  each  of  my  frequent  visits.  Further 
information  will  be  given  later  under  “Housing.”  Another 
County  Council  Table  (36,  p.  53,  A.R.  1911)  has  been  sent  in 
manuscript  to  the  County  M.O.H.,  as  it  is  practically  the  same 
as  before,  and  there  is  no  need  to  print  it  again. 
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Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  he  Controlled  by  Bye-laws 
or  Regulations. — There  are  no  cellar-dwellings,  and  no  offensive 
trades.  There  is  only  one  common  lodging-house  in  the  District. 
The  premises  are  always  clean,  the  house  is  well  conducted,  and 
complies  with  the  regulations.  Vans  used  as  dwellings  come 
into  the  District  at  fairs.  56  visits  Avere  made  to  them,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  found,  and  only  a few  minor 
irregularities  were  noted.  These  were  promptly  remedied  on 
request.  There  are  a few  pleasure  boats  on  the  river,  and  a few 
carriages  for  hire  in  the  town.  By  e-laws  have  now  been  adopted 
for  regulating  these. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  all 
schools  is  good.  Schools  are  disinfected  regularly  at  all  holidays; 
also  whenever  specially  closed.  The  following  were  closed : —

the  wholesomeness  of  the  milk,  for  reasons  given  in  last  A.R. 

On  the  contrary,  1 have  an  unhappy  conviction  (if  intangible 
none  the  less  deep-seated)  that  a large  trade  in  cattle  of  an 
exceedingly  doubtful  quality  (to  put  it  very  mildly)  is  done  in 
this  part  of  the  County  ; (I  don’t  mean  in  this  Urban  District 
specially,  but  only  as  part  of  a larger  County  area);  which 
makes  use  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Crewe  Cattle  Market, 
and  also  on  occasion  goes  much  further  afield.  I draw  the 
attention  of  the  County  Council,  as  administrator  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  to  the  urgent  need  for  very  much  closer  super- 
vision. 

Owing  to  the  war,  the  police  have  discontinued  in  1915  the 
very  valuable  Avork  Avhich  they  Avere  doing  in  1914,  in  notifying 
cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  to  the  Sanitary  Authority.  This 
ought  to  be  resumed  at  the  earliest  opportunity  ; and  the  Home 
Office  and  Board  of  Agriculture  should  be  memorialised  (prefer- 
ably by  the  County  Council). 

There  are  91  cowsheds,  etc.,  on  the  register.  360  inspections 
were  made,  and  204  informal  notices,  including  the  usual 
lime-washing  notices,  served  on  owners  or  occupiers. 
Special  visits  have  been  made  to  these  places  from  time 
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to  time  by  Dr.  Garstang  and  myself ; among  other 
matters  dealt  with,  as  the  result  of  these  visits,  extensive 
structural  alterations  have  been  completed  in  connection 
with  a large  and  insanitary  building  used  as  a cowshed  at 
Salters  Wall  Farm,  in  Over,  including  a complete  re- 
arrangement of  internal  conditions  in  regard  to  light, 
ventilation,  floors,  cubical  capacity,  etc.,  also  a proper 
system  of  drainage  works  being  carried  out,  bringing 
the  premises  into  full  compliance  with  modern  require- 
ments,— T.H. 

Food,  (/>).  Other  Foods. — Unsound  food  was  not  found. 
Food  inspection  is  casual.  The  sanitary  condition  of  premises 
where  it  is  prepared,  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale,  is  satisfactory 
as  far  as  known.  Bakehouses  are  regularly  inspected,  and 
generally  found  satisfactory. 

There  are  18  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  16 
being  licensed  and  2 registered.  The  water  supply, 
drainage,  and  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises  are 
fairly  good,  192  inspections  of  the  premises  were  made, 
the  matters  of  complaint  discovered  being  satisfactorily 
dealt  with. — T.H. 

Food.  (c).  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  AcU — This  is  adminis- 
tered by  the  County  Council, 

Housing. — 47  houses  have  been  inspected  in  detail,  divided 
as  follows  : 16  in  Station  Road,  9 in  Wharton  Road,  5 
in  Chapel  Road,  2 in  East  Dudley  Street,  5 in  High 
Street,  3 in  Weaver  Street,  4 in  Gladstone  Street,  and  3 
in  Dingle  Lane.  One  house  has  been  closed  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  at  42  others  the  improvement 
required  has  been  completed,  including  among  other 
matters,  the  conversion  of  cesspool-privies  to  water- 
closets,  the  re-paving  of  rear  yards  and  passages  with 
smooth  impervious  materials,  the  provision  of  new  drains, 
or  re-arrangements  of  old  drains,  ivith  gullies,  etc., 
attached,  and  proper  connections  made  with  sewers,  the 
provision  of  covered  ash-bins  and  sinks  ; in  three  instances 
only  is  the  improvement  yet  incomplete.  The  serving  of 
statutory  notices  has  not  been  necessary,  the  whole  of 
the  work  required  having  been  arranged  and  carried  out 
by  personal  agreement  with  owners.  As  referred  to  in 
the  last  A.R.,  owing  to  the  war,  considerable  difficulty 
was  experienced  towards  the  close  of  1914  in  negotiating 
improvements  at  house  property.  During  the  whole  of 
1915,  and  at  present  on  account  of  the  financial  disability 
of  many  owners  and  the  unprecedented  rise  in  the  price 
of  building  materials  and  labour,  satisfactory  progress  in 
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this  important  branch  of  public  health  work,  under 
abnormal  conditions,  is  a practical  impossibility. — T

General  character  of  defects  found  : — defective  pe.ving  and 
drainage,  unauthorised  obstructive  out-buildings,  defective  floors, 
damp  walls,  want  of  slopstones,  defective  and  insanitary  privies 
and  ash-pits. 

The  total  work  done  in  5 years  is  as  follows  ; —

In  this  Table  there  is  a discrepancy  of  149  between  the  1st 
and  the  5th  lines ; this  represents  matters  “ in  hand,”  but  not 
completed  at  the  end  of  each  year.  All  have  been  completed 
eventually,  though  not  again  enumerated  as  belonging  to  the 
following  year. 

There  is  only  one  common  lodging-house  (in  Over)  ; it  is 
well  conducted  and  complies  with  regulations. — T.H. 

Six  cases  of  over-crowding  have  been  dealt  with,  and  the 
nuisance  abated. — T.H. 

The  character  of  the  houses  for  the  working  classes  is  in  most 
cases  quite  satisfactory  ; and  is  improving  each  year  as  the 
worst  cases  are  dealt  with  (as  above).  The  sufficiency  will  of 
course  be  measured  by  the  number  of  empties ; this  number 
fluctuates  according  to  the  state  of  trade.  The  population  is 
not  perceptibly  growing ; and  absentees  in  connection  with  the 
war  have  caused  a diminution  of  no  less  than  900  in  the  estimate 
for  1916  as  compared  with  1914,  or  8*3  per  cent.  (700,  or  6*4 
per  cent,  belonging  to  1915). 

Supervision  over  the  construction  of  new  houses  is  in  the 
Surveyor’s  hands  ; and  as  he  is  independent  of  the  Health 
Department,  he  does  not  report  to  me,  and  I have  no  informa- 
tion to  give.  On  all  other  points  reference  may  be  made  to 
previous  Reports. 

Workshops. — The  Home  Office  Table  (Table  35)  shows  that 
supervision  is  maintained,  and  that  there  is  little  to  find  fault 
with. 
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In  connection  with  these  duties,  172  inspections  have  been 
made,  and  all  matters  of  complaint  discovered  have  been 
dealt  with.  The  sanitary  arrangements  and  conditions 
as  to  cleanliness,  etc.,  at  these  places,  are  generally 
satisfactory. — T.H. 

There  is  only  one  factory  in  the  District  giving  out  home- 
work, viz.  : Messrs.  Crook  and  Sons,  clothing  factory. 
The  firm  has  sent  the  2 lists  required  by  the  regulations, 
each  list  containing  5 names.  No  causes  of  complaint 
were  noticed  at  any  of  the  homes  where  the  work  is 
carried  on  during  the  visits  made. — T.H. 

C. — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

1.  Staff. — Mr.  Wilkinson,  the  Surveyor,  takes  charge  of  the 
water  supply,  sewers,  sewage-disposal,  scavenging,  (except  peat- 
pails),  and  erection  of  new  buildings  ; and  (as  stated  above)  is 
not  regarded  as  a Public  Health  Officer,  I am  surprised  that 
the  out-spoken  comment  I made  in  my  A.R.,  L913,  has  received 
no  attention. 

Everything  else  relating  to  public  health  is  in  Mr.  Hickson’s 
hands.  1915  has  in  general  terms  been  much  like  its  three  pre- 
decessors, but  the  strain  has  not  been  quite  so  great.  Additional 
assistance  is  needed  ; and  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  some  from  the 
Health  Visitor  whom  the  Council  should  have  appointed  during 
1915  and  must  appoint  now  immediately. 

2.  Hospital. — This  is  fully  described  on  p,  32  of  A,R.  1908. 
It  has  34  beds,  and  serves  an  area  with  some  60,000  inhabitants. 
From  this  District  we  send  to  it  every  case  than  can  properly 
be  removed.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  administration. 

Table  30  shows  that  46  cases  of  diphtheria  were  removed  in 
1915  (94  per  cent,  of  cases);  and  12  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (92 
per  cent,  of  cases);  and  8 cases  of  enteric  fever  (100  per  cent, 
of  cases).  Also  1 case  of  erysipelas. 

3.  Administration  of  Local  Acts  and  general  Adoptive  Acts, — 
No  Local  Acts.  Adopted  Acts  : — Infectious  Diseases  Pre- 
vention Act;  P.H.A.A.  Act  1890;  Parts  II.,  III.,  IV.,  of 
P.H.A.A,  Act  1907.  Their  administration  is  in  the  routine 
work  of  the  department,  as  and  when  they  apply  to  a particular 
case. 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  fVork, — The  former  goes  to 
the  County  Analyst,  the  latter  to  Professor  Delepine’s  laboratory. 
The  specimens  sent  to  the  latter  in  1915  were  68  diphtheria,  (2

positive  results),  6 enteric,  (1  positive),  19  tuberculosis,  (4 
positive). 

Further  reference  will  be  made  to  these  results  in  a later 
paragraph. 

D. — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Acute  Infectious  Dis- 
eases.— Table  30  shows  the  prevalence  of  disease,  and  Table  36 
that  it  was  modest  in  amount  in  comparison  with  several  preced- 
ing 3'ears. 

Diphtheria. — In  my  last  A.R,,  p.  46,  I presented  the  statistics 
for  the  last  8 years,  in  Tabular  form,  worked  out  with  very 
great  care  and  in  some  detail.  The  year  1915  began  with  6 
notifications  in  January,  6 in  February,  13  in  March,  and  15  in 
April,  total  40.  In  the  middle  of  April  I made  arrangements 
with  the  medical  practitioners  (whose  assistance  I cordially 
acknowledge),  to  have  “ swabs  ” taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  all  contacts  ; and  when  27  consecutive  negative 
results  were  recorded,  I had  all  the  cases  themselves  examined 
as  they  were  suspected,  and  30  consecutive  negative  results  were 
obtained,  between  June  and  September.  One  positive  result 
was  obtained  in  October  and  one  in  December  ; and  there  were 
66  negative  results  in  the  year.  The  notidcations  fell  to  4 in 
May,  1 in  June,  1 in  July,  1 in  August,  I in  October  and  1 in 
December;  or  only  4 in  the  last  6 months;  and  so  the  long 
nightmare  (which  had  troubled  8 out  of  the  last  10  years)  was 
dissipated,  and  we  awoke,  perhaps  rather  resentfully,  to  the 
knowledge  that  it  had  been  only  a nightmare.  One  death 
occurred  in  August  in  hospital,  out  of  a total  of  49  cases,  of 
which  46  were  removed  to  hospital  in  accordance  with  our 
custom  in  this  District. 

Erysipelas. — 6 cases;  of  no  importance;  except  that  one  death 
occurred  in  a baby  14  days  old.  1 case  (severe)  was  removed 
to  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 13  cases  only,  no  deaths.  Nothing  in  the 
nature  of  an  epidemic,  12  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Enteric  Fever. — 8 cases,  all  removed,  2 deaths  in  hospital. 
The  cases  were  scattered,  both  in  time  and  in  locality ; there 
was  no  epidemic. 

Puerperal  Fever. — 1 case  in  July  ; recovered. 

Inspector  s Report. — 82  houses  where  infectious  disease 
occurred,  also  8 houses  where  uncleanly  conditions 
prevailed,  have  been  disinfecteil.  14  lots  of  infected 
bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  have  been  dealt  with  by  the 
steam  disinfector  at  Davenham  Hospital,  and  2 lots  of 
bedding,  etc.,  have  been  destroyed.  6 cesspool-privies 
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have  been  specially  scavenged  and  the  contents  buried 
at  suitable  places,  after  cases  of  enteric,  9 schools  have 
been  twice  disinfected  during  holidays,  and  such  schools 
as  have  been  closed  on  account  of  epidemic  disease  have 
been  specially  disinfected.  Also  10  houses  have  been 
disinfected  in  connection  with  cases  under  the  tuber- 
culosis orders. 

In  relation  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  644  visits,  enquiries, 
. etc.,  have  been  made.  Infected  patients,  when  con- 
venient, were  promptly  removed  to  hospital,  and  where 
home  nursing  was  rendered  essential,  precautionary 
measures  were  adopted  and  constant  supervision  main- 
tained. In  all  cases  on  the  removal,  recovery,  or  death 
of  an  infected  patient,  disinfection  of  the  premises,  etc., 
has  received  immediate  attention. — T.H. 

Measles. — This  disease  was  found  to  prevail  in  Wharton  in 
July,  though  no  information  was  received  from  the  schools. 
Wharton  Girls’  and  Dierden  Street  Infants’  were  closed  on 
July  8th  and  kept  so  until  August  21st.  One  death  occurred 
in  July,  and  two  in  August,  Ten  cases  had  occurred  in  June 
in  connection  with  Wharton  Infants’  School  ; and  7 cases  at 
Gladstone  Street  School.  In  October  it  was  found  in  Over; 
and  the  Junior  Mixed  and  Infants’  Departments  of  the  Council 
Schools  were  closed  on  the  6th,  and  Mrs.  Davies  was  employed 
as  Health  Visitor  until  November  27th.  6 cases  occurred  at 
St.  John’s  Infants’  School,  which  however  was  not  closed.  A 
large  number  of  cases  were  supervised ; and  there  were  no 
deaths. 

Whooping-cough. — Only  2 cases  reported,  from  Dierden  Street 
School. 

Chicken-pox. — 20  cases  at  Dierden  Street  Infants’  School  led 
to  its  closing  October  29th  to  November  12th  ; and  18  cases 
(with  12  of  mumps)  at  Wharton  Infants’  School  led  to  its 
closing  December  11th  to  23rd.  Gladstone  Street  School  had 
12  cases  in  March. 

Mumps^ — A few  cases  occurred  ; Meadow  Bank  School  was 
closed  October  21st  to  30th;  and  Whitegate  on  December 
22nd. 

The  above  represents  the  Avholc  of  the  minor  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year;  and  a reference  to  Table  37  will  show 
that  it  was  one  of  the  best  years  ever  known  in  the  District. 

E. — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Tuberculosis. — Table 
2 on  page  6 gives  the  complete  figures.  Of  notifications  received 
in  1915  there  were  8 males  and  6 females  (pulmonary);  and  5 
males  and  6 females  (non-pulmonary).  The  ages  were  :

The  non-pulmoaary  cases  included  7 of  cervical  glands,  2 of 
mesenteric  glands,  1 of  knee  and  1 of  nose. 

Two  cases  notified  did  not  come  onto  the  list ; this  makes  up 
the  27  mentioned  in  Table  2, 

Precautions  taken,  making  an  admittedly  feeble  attempt  to 
“ control  ” this  disease,  were  those  previously  enumerated  : — 

(a)  Each  case  is  visited  by  the  M.O.H.  as  soon  as  convenient ; 
and  he  is  always  in  possession  of  some  information  about  the 
patient  and  patient’s  family  from  Mr.  Hickson’s  fund  of  local 
knowledge ; (b)  subsequent  visits  are  made  by  the  M.O.H.  at 
his  discretion ; and  Mr.  Hickson  keeps  a constant  and  un- 
obtrusive watch  on  the  case  ; (c)  there  are  no  arrangements 
(that  is,  there  is  no  Staff)  for  the  detection  of  unrecognised 
cases  ; but  the  local  medical  men  supply  this  deficiency  to  a 
certain  extent ; (d)  there  has  now  been  established  by  the 
County  Council  a Dispensary  at  Crewe,  with  a Sub-dispensary 
at  Winsford  (at  the  Albert  Infirmary),  but  I have  no  means  of 
knowing  what  use  has  been  made  of  it ; (e)  disinfectants  are 
supplied  on  request  ; disinfection  of  premises  and  bedding  is 
carried  out  after  a death,  and  at  any  time  on  request. 

Four  cases  were  sent  to  a Sanatorium  by  the  County  Insur- 
ance Committee. 

F, — Invostigation  of  other  Diseases. — Reference  to  Table  3 1 
shows  that  there  was  no  prevalence  (as  judged  by  occurrence  of 
deaths)  of  any  other  disease  that  called  for  special  investigation. 
The  deaths  from  enteritis  occurred  in  May  (1),  June  (1),  Nov- 
ember (2),  and  December  (1)  ; and  thus  give  no  indication  of 
any  epidemic.  Rickets  is  not  recorded  ; acute  rheumatism  was 
absent;  there  is  no  local  information  as  to  syphilis  or  gonorrhoea. 
Food  poisoning  is  unknown. 

Q. — Means  for  preventing  Mortality  in  Child-birth  and  in 

Infancy. — The  number  of  mid  wives  was  further  reduced  in  1915 
from  14  to  12.  Only  3 are  fully  trained,  and  2 of  these  do  not 
practise.  129  cases  were  attended;  medical  aid  was  sought  19 
times ; 4 still-births,  1 death,  and  2 cases  of  ophthalmia  were 
reported. 
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The  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  force  on  April  let, 
and  a large  nuraTber  of  cards  have  since  accumulated  in  Mr. 
Hickson’s  office  ; but  no  use  has  been  made  of  them  as  yet,  as 
the  Council  has  not  yet  appointed  a Health  Visitor. 

No  other  steps  have  been  taken. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Figure  has  always  been  high ; thus 
In  10  years  1878  to  1887  it  averaged  144 
„ 1888  to  1897  „ „ 144

7 „ 1908  to  1914  „ „ 122 

and  for  1915  it  is  111. 

H. — Vital  Statistics. — These  will  be  found  in  the  Tables 
29,  and  31  to  34.  The  birth-rate  has  fallen  further  to  23*1, 
which  is  2*1  less  than  the  average  of  the  preceding  5 years  ; but 
is  still  2*4  above  the  Rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  in 
1915.  The  death-rate,  13*4,  is  0*2  above  the  similar  average, 
but  is  0*2  below  the  Rural  Rate.  The  infant  mortality  figure, 
111,  is  6 below  the  average,  but  is  13  above  the  Rural  figure. 

Table .31  shows  2 deaths  from  enteric  fever,  3 from  measles, 
and  1 from  diphtheria ; this  gives  a “ zymotic  ” Rate  of  0*6. 
51  deaths  occurred  beyond  65  years,  and  26  before  1 year, 
leaving  67  at  all  ages  from  1 to  65  years.  Of  the  51  deaths  not 
specially  classified,  17  were  ascribed  simply  to  old  age,  and  9 to 
cerebral  diseases.  The  remaining  Tables  explain  themselves. 
Nos.  36  and  37  are  in  my  opinion  specially  interesting  and 
valuable. 

The  “ special  factors  ” in  this  District  include  ((?)  the  larger 
percentage  (than  the  average)  of  persons  of  the  working  class  ; 
(5)  the  absence  of  any  organisation  which  could  exercise  an 
educational  influence  ; (c)  the  fluctuations  of  trade,  leading  to 
occasional  periods  of  diminished  wages  and  partial  deprivation 
of  the  necessaries  of  life;  and  (d)  a somewhat  low'  standard,  in 
the  past,  of  domestic  sanitation. 

I have  no  information  beyond  that  already  given  as  to 
illegitimate  births,  still-births,  alcoholism  or  vaccination.  5 
deaths  from  phthisis  give  a Rate  of  0*5 ; and  3 from  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  one  of  0*3.  Two  persons  who  had  been  notified 
as  tuberculous,  were  certified  as  dying  from  other  causes.  1 1 
deaths  from  cancer,  (Rate  I’l),  included  8 males  and  3 females, 
ages  from  36  to  82  (average  62).  Organs  alfectcd,  breast, 
stomach,  and  uterus,  in  the  females,  some  part  of  the  alimentary 
canal  in  all  the  males. 

Inspector’s  Report. — Mr.  Hickson  has  made  his  usual 
valuable  and  carefully  compiled  annual  report  to  me,  and  it  is 
all  embodied  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  Report,  except  only  the 
reference  to  Canal  Boats.  There  is  only  one  boat  now  on  the 
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Register,  and  this  was  inspected  three  times,  and  some  small 
matters  remedied. 

Printing  and  Distribution  of  Report. — This  has  always  been 
done  as  suggested. 

Conclusion.  — I wish  again  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness 
to  Mr.  Hickson  for  much  invaluable  assistance  throughout  the 
year  ; and  to  the  Council  for  its  constant  confidence  and  support. 
Considering  the  many  difficulties  caused  by  the  abnormal  con- 
ditions prevailing,  I think  the  above  Report  may  be  considered 
a satisfactory  one.

This  is  uot  a Report  under  Art.  XIX.  (14)  and  (16),  of  the 
Local  Government  Board’s  Order;  but  is  published  at  the 
suggestion  of  myself  as  Medical  Adviser  to  the  Board,  by  the 
permission  of  the  Board,  for  the  information  of  the  various 
Authorities  which  comprise  it. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  Districts  forming  the  Board 
have  access  to  the  Hospitals  of  the  Manchester  Corporation, 
and  the  extent  of  the  accommodation  which  they  can  claim, 
will  be  found  in  detail  in  my  Reports  for  1908  and  1912;  and 
in  the  Year  Book  annually  prepared  by  the  Clerk. 

Two  Tables  are  appended.  The  number  of  cases  sent  to 
Hospital  has  been  very  carefully  counted  from  the  nominal  roll 
which  I have  fortunately  preserved  intact ; and  the  figures  now 
given  are  I believe  strictly  correct. 

The  Tables  will  well  repay  a careful  examination,  and  will 
show  some  curious  contrasts  in  (1)  numbers  of  cases  from  any 
constituent  District  during  18  consecutive  years,  (2)  numbers  of 
cases  from  the  different  Districts  in  any  one  year,  (3)  prevalence 
or  otherwise  of  the  different  diseases  in  1915,  (4)  the  success  of 
hospital  treatment  as  shown  by  the  very  low  mortality,  8 deaths 
in  163  cases,  or  4*9  per  cent,  of  cases.
